RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Official Action dated October 18, 2004, the following remarks are 
submitted. 

The aforementioned Official Action asserts that the present application contains 
claims that are directed to two patentably distinct inventions. As identified in that Official 
Action, these groups are: Group I, Claims 1-13, directed to a method and Group II, Claims 
14-19, directed to a device. 

A restriction requirement has been imposed requiring an election of one of the two 
groups on the alleged basis that the above-identified groups are distinct from each other. In 
addition, the Official Action alleges that the search required for one of the groups is not 
required for the other group. 

In response to that restriction requirement, Applicants hereby elect Group II, directed 
to Claims 14-19. 



The present application was filed as a Divisional Application of U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 09/891,324, filed on June 27, 2001. The present application was also 
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filed with a preliminary amendment that incorrectly requested the cancellation of Claims 14- 
19. The preliminary amendment should have requested the cancellation of Claims 1-13 as 
Claims 1-13 were elected in the parent application. The request for cancellation of Claims 1- 
13 was therefore a typographical error. 

The Examiner is thus respectfully requested to disregard the request to cancel Claims 
14-19 in the preliminary amendment filed on October 22, 2003 and to examine and allow 
elected Claims 14-19.
